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LIBRARY REPORT 

The close of another year finds the Town Library 
still making its influence felt for good throughout the 
town. Altho it may have seemed an uneventful year 
in many ways, we note an increasing circulation, not 
only of books of fiction but of the books which have to 
do with the study of child nature and child nurture. 
- As fast as our means will permit we are placing on our 
shelves the books that cannot fail to be helpful to 
teacher and parent alike in their desires to promote 
the best welfare of the children. The total circulation 
for the year has amounted to 8715 volumes. Some 50 
or more books are in condition to be rebound as soon 
as possible. With a circulation greatly in excess of 
other towns of the same size it seems impossible to 
keep the books from showing the effects of such con- 
stant usage. 123 new books have been added to our 
number during the year making a total of 2826 vols. 
now on the shelves. Recently the Histories of differ- 
ent Regiments of New Hampshire have been removed 
from the Town Clerk s office, where they have been 
stored for some time, and are now to be found record- 
ed in library catalogue and placed on the shelves for 
reference. 

Miss M. E. Cooke of Sandwich, Mass., has kindly 
sent us the Geographic Magazine and The World’s 
Work, and Mr. Chas. Dimick has continued to send in 
The Outlook. During the past week our Treasurer 
was agreeably surprised to receive a check for the sum 
of $500 for the use of the Lyme Town Library. It was 
a most generous gift from Mr. Orlendo W. Dimick, 
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formerly of Lyme but now a resident of Watertown, 
Mass. With this for a nucleus, would that other sons 
and daughters of Lyme might rally to our aid and 
make it possible for us to have a new fireproof build- 
ing to be used solely for library purposes.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


As we submit our annual report it is with the con- 
viction that the past year has been a successful one. 
We think the secret lies in the fact that we have been 
able to secure an excellent corps of teachers, most of 
them having had special training and experience. 
With one or two exceptions they proved’ themselves 
efficient in management and instruction. Four of the 
teachers secured State Certificates during the year. 


We regret the shortness of the winter term but call 
attention to the fact that the spring term was twelve 
weeks in length, making a total of twenty-eight weeks 
during the fiscal year. To secure a certain fund from 
the state we are obliged to have at least thirty weeks 
of school] during the school year which is from July 1st 
to July lst. In order to have the required number of 
weeks it was necessary to use a part of this year’s ap- 
propriation. 

We wish to commend those schools which have 
raised funds for the purpose of beautifying the school 
rooms and adding to the equipment. ‘The schools at 
Lyme Plain deserve special credit as between $30 and 
$40 has been raised and expended for the purpose of 
tinting the walls of the school rooms. 

Written excuses have been required and have 
proved beneficial in reducing the number of absences 
and tardinesses. By raising the average attendance 
we receive a larger proportion of the state fund. 

Most of the text books purchased have been ad- 
ditional copies of those already introduced in some of 
the schools and had proved their worth. 
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To make the requirements in all the schools uni- 
form 70 per cent has been chosen as thepassing m ark, 
this being used by many high schools and academies. 

It is with pleasure that we notice the names of 
visitors in the registers as this indicates the right at- 
titude towards our schools. It is a lamentable fact 
that so many parents form their judgement of «the 
school from hearsay and the opinion of the children 
rather than by personal investigation. That this is 
unjust to a teacher who in nine cases out of tenis doing 
good work cannot be denied. Until all parents take 
a personal interest in the schools and look upon a 
teacher as aperson worthy of support and confidence 
rather than the object of criticism and _ suspicion, 
can our schools reach their highest efficiency. 

Special attention has been given to sanitary con- 
ditions during the past year, the most important item 
being the purchase of tanks for drinking water for 
each of the schools. 

We wish to call attention to the state law which 
requires the vaccination of all children attending pub- 
lic schools. 

The Acorn Hill school house has been placed in 
good condition and now compares favorably with the 
other school buildings in town. Other necessary re- 
pairs have been made which have added to the safety 
comfort and convenience of the school property. 

We are pleased that so many children were on the 
Roll of Honor and wish to have their names appear in 
our report. We hope for a larger number the coming 
year.
